%' collections described below were partly formed and partly 


inherited, was third in succession of a very notable family 





449) of scholar- _printers. Of his many learned publications, 
Autographs of Royal, Noble, etc., Personages, published in 1829, is 
probably the most familiar to collectors. 


His grandfather, John Nichols, F.S.A. (1745-1826), the historian 
of Leicester, was an intimate friend of Dr. Johnson, whose Lives of the 
Poets he printed, and well acquainted with Goldsmith and other literary 
figures of his time. A volume of the Lives, containing copious corrections 
and additions, in Johnson’s handwriting, for a new edition, is included 
in the sale (lot 314). There are also many interesting letters addressed 
to him; and a number of manuscripts, such as the important autograph 
article by Johnson on questions of copyright (lot 177), were doubtless at 
one time in the files of his printing-office at Red Lion Passage. John 
Nichols’ portrait in oils, by V. D. Puyl, 1787 (no. 2 in the D.N.B. list) 
is also offered (lot 118). His personal library was sold by us in 1828. 


His son, John Bowyer Nichols (1779-1863), antiquary and topo- 
grapher, carried on the traditions of the family and firm, and is perhaps 
best known in connection with the printing of the great county histories 


which appeared during the first half of the Nineteenth Century. 


The general quality and interest of the autograph letters and manu- 
scripts catalogued below is extraordinarily high. They include very fine 
specimens by James Boswell, S. T. Coleridge, Abraham Cowley, John 
Dryden, David Garrick, Samuel Johnson, Samuel Richardson, Sir 
Richard Steele, Laurence Sterne, Horace Walpole, and many others not

found in the average collection. Even the letters of comparatively lesser 
figures in many cases have special interest ; such, for instance, is that of 
Bishop Perey of Dromore to James Boswell, giving a list of his fellow- 
members of the Johnson Club at the “ 'Turk’s Head” (lot 155). Finally, 
and most remarkable of all, appears a magnificent unrecorded manuscript 
by Oliver Goldsmith, that of the prologue to Cradock’s play ‘* Zobeide,” 
to be “ spoken by Mr. Yates,” accompanied by a fine covering letter to 
Cradock (lot 169). The discovery of this manuscript, together with that 
of the Haunch of Venison (to be sold at these rooms on November 14th, 
lot 838), raises the number of Goldsmith’s literary manuscripts known 
to no more than nine. They are and must remain the greatest prizes of 
the collector.

Dr. ‘Trapp was a popular preacher and in 1730 preached four 
sermons “On the Nature, Folly, Sin, and Danger, of being 
righteous over-much.” The sermons were published by Austen 
and Gilliver, and had an extensive sale. Edward Cave published 
an extract in the Gentleman’s Magazine and promised a continua- 
tion which never appeared, possibly owing to legal restraint. 

Dr. Johnson in his defence of Cave makes some extravagant 
claims, brushing aside the accepted principles of Copyright. The 
fifth Consideration reads : 

Every single book, so sold by the proprietor, becomes the property of the 
buyer, who purchases with the book the right of making such use of it as 


he shall think most convenient, either for his own improvement or amuse- 
ment, or the benefit or entertainment of mankind. 


Consideration 21 runs: 


Therefore, as he that buys the copy of a book, buys it under this 
condition, that it is liable to be confuted if it is false, however his property 
may be affected by such a confutation; so he buys it likewise liable to be 
abridged if it be tedious, however his property may suffer by the 
abridgement. 

To Abridge a book, therefore, is no violation of the right of the 
proprietor, because to be subject to the hazard of an abridgement was an 
original condition of the property.
